affairs (no pun Intended), by 
establishing 
businesslike 


procedures which will for the 
first lime make members ac- 
countable to the public for their 
cxiwndllures. 


But congressional reforms in 


the past have tended merely to 
replace one set of abuses with 
another. When a dictatorial 
siwaker was stripped of his 
ixmers, for instance, committee 
chairmen quickly moved in to 
exercise their own tyrannies. 
And some at the changes 
proposed arc more cosmetic 
than cleansing; it will do little to 
improve 
congressional 
in- 


tegrity, for Instance, to take 
awuy the Speaker's limousine. 


Women, who are struggling in 


every profession to shake the 
snide male attitude that their 
sex precludes their ability to 
Iwld anything but inferior Jobs, 
have had a particularly rough 
time of it on Capitol Hill. But 
•some male employees loo are 
now saying, al Icasl privalcly, 
lhal some congressmen arc as 
notorious for expecting them Io 
compromise 
themselves 
as 


others are where women are 
concerned. 


The basic trouble Is lhal each 


congressman has been free to 
run his own ficfdom as he 
pleased, wilh no particular 
rules of conduct such us govern 
mosl of Ihe rest of us. But the 
more such exploitation is ex- 
posed. Ihc less Congress can get 
by wilh It. More employees will 
expect professional standards 
and some degree of Job security, 
and more and more of them will 
get these as work conditions.

Al Unser Pocono Winner 


AL UNSER 


MOUNT POCONO, Pa. (AP) — The past few years have nut been 


kind to Al Unser. Nol since his glory days of 1970 and 1971 has the 
younger of the racing Unser brothers found the success promised 
of him. 


But things appear to be changing. 
Unser, winner of 16 Indianapolis-type car races during 1970-71, 


won his first 500-mile race and only, third U.S. Auto Club cham- 
pionship circuit victory of any kind since then In Sunday's $400,000 
Schaefer 500. 


The impressive victory proved what proponents of the revolu- 


tionary eight-cylinder Cosworth engine have been saying all along; 
It's got the horsepower lo blow everything else off the track. 


Unser, whose Vel's-Parnelli learn has alone struggled lo perfect 


the engine Ihe pasl 14 months, appeared to have everything going 
his way Sunday, despite a long pil slop and a shredded tire lhat 
cost him nearly Iwo laps at one point. 


With the help of Ihe pace car, and the Cosworth's superior 


horsepower, Unser was able to make up the deficit and streak to a 
3.4 second victory over Mike Moslcy. 


"Whenever you can get everything connected as well as we did 


today — even though we had our problems — and still come out a 
winner, it's a great satisfaction to me, and my team," said Unser, 
happier than he's been after any race since winning a 250-miler in 
Michigan Jasl summer (wilhoul the Cosworlh). 


Unser, whose 1970 season of 10 victories , two seconds, three 


thirds and nearly a half million dollars in prize money is .still a 
standard, said he was especially happy for his long-suffering 
team, which has been much-maligned during the lean recent 
years. 


"They carry 50 per cent of U," he explained. "If they don't do a 


good job, I can't carry them—and they can't carry me." 


The sleek new blue and while Cosworth-powered Parnelli 


carried the 37-year-old Unser just about as fast as he wanted lo go 
Sunday, and with good mileage. 


Allhougli,e\|Krls concede the Cosworth, of Formula heritage, is 


rich with horsepower, its fuel- consumption has been correspon- 
dingly rich — a crucial fault under current USAC fuel restrictions. 


"We've been working very hard on it," said Unser, who showed 


tlw Cosworth's promise in March by winning the pole position for 
a race at Phoenix, only to finish fourth after fuel problems. 


"After Milwaukee1 (two weeks ago), we found some of the 


problem, and we cured the rest of it here," Unser revealed. 


Unser averaged 143.622 m.p.h. for his victory, not a record due 


to a number of caution periods. Behind Mike Mosley in second 
were Wally Dallcnbach and Johnny Rutherford, all on the same 
lap. Unser led 108 of the 200 laps. 


"I think there is slill more left in ;| i really feel the car is 


capable," Unser said after Sunday's race, ,.' ^h netted him alxml 
§80,000. "I've said all along ihn car is the best race car I've had

Students, Credit Hours 


Up At LMC This Summer 


Summer enrollment at Lake Michigan college is higher this year than last, both in terms of 


number of students registered and numl>or of credit hours taken according lo LMC officials. 
•This summer 872 sludents enrolled al the college, an increase of 1.4 per cent over last 
summer. The number of credit hours taken reached 4,001, an increase of 11.4 |>er cent over 
last summer and a record for summer sessions. 


"The fact thai we are offering summer night classes during two periods each night rather 


than one, enabling summer night students to lake Iwo courses, has hcl|>cd boost the mimlxT 
of credit hours taken by LMC summer students this year," said Dr. Thomas P. McCourt, 
college registrar. It is on the basis of credil hours taken by students rather than on hcadcounl 
alone that the college is reimbursed through slate aid. 


Last summer, 860 students enrolled in Hie 3,592 credil hours of classes. The all-time high . 


.in'students enrolled was 956 in 1974. Enrollment figures starling as far back as 19(19, the first 
year summer classes were taught on the college's new Napier avenue campus, show steady 
growth of LMC's summer session. 


In 1969, 406 sludents enrolled in 1,734 credil hours; 1970, 434 students in 1,906 credit hours; 


1971, 599 students in 2,888 credit hours; 1972, 601 sludents in 2,631 credit hours; 1973, 755 
students in 2,473 credil hours; 1974, 956 students in 3,391 credil hours.'
